London, June 24.—The Russians still 
are retreating in the east; the French 
are slowly gaining at certain points in 
the west. 

With the fires set by the retreating 
Russians still burning, the Austro- 
Germans are now firmly established at 
Lemberg and have shown no sign of 
ceasing their offensive. 

The battle of the Dniester, south of 
the city, is not over, but, according to 
Berlin, General Linsingen has been 
able to throw his forces across the 
river, a fact which is taken in some 
quarters to presage another Russian 
defeat. 

With Galicia all but cleared of Rus- 
sians, the weight of Austro-German 
forces released in that theater must 
soon be felt somewhere, but opinions 
are divided as to whether it will be on 
the western front or in Poland. One 
theory is that the Germans will launch 
against Warsaw another terrific at- 
tack. This coincides with the bellef 
that it is the Austro-German plan to 
batter Russia more before turning 


west. 


GERMANS REPORTED 
MOVING WEST. 


Opposed to-this are reports that 
troops from Galicia already are jour- 
neying westward and that Germany 
plans to start a fresh campaign along 
the Beigian coast. .

AUSTRO-GERMANS 
CROSS DNIESTER. 


Beriin, June 24.— (Via London.)—A 
further victory for the Austro-German 
forces in Galicia was announced today 
at army headquarters. General von 
Linsingen’s army, which has been stub- 
bornly opposed by the Russians along 
the Iniester front, has succeeded in 
crosfting the river. 

The statement follows: 

“Western theater: 

“We drove the enemy out of a section 
of a trench on the eastern slope of the 
Lorette Hills, which they capturred re- 
cently. South of Souchez fighting con- 
tinued with good results for our side. 
Our position in the Lorette Hills south 
of Neuville was maintained after stub- 
born hand-to-hand fighting in the face 
of a strong attack begun during the 
night. 

“In the Meuze Hills there were fur- 
ther bitter engagements. We took 150 
French prisoners. The enemy suffered 
heavy losses in two unsuccessful at- 
tacks. r 

“Operations against the hill at Ran- 
de-Sapt, which we captured yesterday, 
were repulsed. The number of prison- 
ers was increased by fifty. 

“Eastern theater: 

“Northwest of Kurszany (province of 
Kovno) the Russians left more than 100 
prisoners in our hands after an attack 
which we repulsed. On the Omulew 
river (Russian Poland) the German ad- 
vance resulted in the capture of the 
village of Kopaczyska. South of the 
Vistula, in Poland, several enemy at- 
tacks were frustrated. 

“Southeastern theater: 

“The army under General von Lin- 
singen crossed the Dniester between 
Halicsz, which still is being held by our 
enemies, and Zurawno. This army en- 
gaged in a fierce battle on the northern 
bank. 

“In the neighborhood of Lemberg and 
Zolkiew’ the pursuit continues. Be- 
tween Rawa Ruska and the Man, as far 
as Ulanow, nothing of importance has 
occurred. In the angle between the 
San and the Vistula the Russians have 
retreated behind a branch of the San, 
also on the left bank of the Vistula, 
south of Ilza, they are retreating to- 
wards the north.” : 


ATTACK BY GERMANS 
IN VOSGES REPULSED. 


Paris, June 24.—Tonight’s war office 
communication said: 

“In the region north of Arras there 
have been no infantry actions today. 
Our troops have organized themselves 
in the conquered positions. A lively 
cannonade occurred in the sector of 


Angres-Ecurie. 
“The enemy last night and today 
violently bombarded Berry-Au-Bac 


and the neighborhood of Sapigneul. 
The bombardment caused us only in- 
significant tosses. 

“In the Argonne and on the heights 
of the Meuse there is nothing to re- 
port except artillery actions. 

“In the Vosges, at Fontenelle, a Ger- 
man attack was repulsed. The Ger- 
mans have bombarded the outskirts 
of Metzeral and the ridges to the east 
of the village, where our progress has 
continued to a slight degree.” 

Paris, June 24.—The French war 
office statement this afternoon says: 

“North of Arras’ last night passed 
relatively calmly, if we except the ter- 
ritory north of Souchez, where the can- 
nonading never ceased.

“The transactions of the New Or- 
leans branch will be considered as the 
transactions of the federal reserve 
bank of Atlanta and so reported in the 
statements of the latter.” 

3y-laws, salaries, the election of dl- 
rectors and other matters of detail, the 
board announced, will be taken up 
later. 

“While the board,” continues the an- 
nouncement, “has carefully considered 
the principles which should be observed 
in opening a branch, it is not ready 
at this time to promulgate any gen- 
eral rules applicable to other points, 
as it regwards the proposition as some- 
what experimental. It is felt that the 
experience gained in this case will 
have an important bearing upon the 
future development of the branch bank 
idea. 

incidentally it may be mentioned 
that the banks comprised in the New 
Orleans Clearing House association 
have undertaken to make good for the 
first vear of operation any difference 
between the expense of conducting the 
new branch bank and the revenue 
be derived from it.” 

The board's announcement adds that 
It assumes the provisions of the re- 
serve act in regard to directors will be 
observed.

FARMERS AS AUTO BUYERS. 
The large investment in automobiles by 
farmers is attributed by Farm Life to the 
’ decrease in the price of the machines ‘and 
the need felt by the farmer for a time- 
saving vehicle:” 


An investigation covering seven coun- 
ties in southwestern Indiana shows that 
twice as many automobiles are being 
sold this year a&B compared with last, 
and that about 75 per cent of the ma- 
chines going out this season are being 
sold to farmers.

We have long pretended to recog- 
nize meritorious service in our civil service 
system, and though it has its weak points, 
much has been accomplished in that direc- 
tion through its application. It has con- 
cerned itself, however, chiefly with minor 
positions.

Correspondents Hurt 
South by Sending Out 
Fake Boycott Stories 


(From The Philadelphia Public Ledger.) 

Atlanta, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—Lead- 
ing citizens of Atlanta were amazed today 
when informed by your correspondent that 
dispatches had been sent to eastern newspa- 
pers indicating there was a movement in the 
south to boycott Jews on 
Frank case. 

There not onl is no such movement in 
the south as a whole, but there is not the 
slightest thing seriously resembling such a 
movement in Georgia or in Atlanta. 

The Jewish stores are open and doing as 
much business as they ever did. They are 
enjoying every privilege afforded anybody. 
No Jew in Atlanta has complained of a boy- 
cott, or any manifestation of prejudice 
against him stnce the governor commuted 
the Frank sentence. 

On the day that Frank was commuted the 
Jewish residents of Atlanta went about their 
business as usual. They were out that night 
as usual. As far as Known, not a Jew was 
forced tn a fight with anyone in the crowds, 
and the police did not have to make a single 
case for insults to any Jew. 

Protest by Dorsey. 

In Mametta, a little town about twenty 
miles from Atlanta, the home of Mary Pha- 
gan, feeling Nas always run high. Follow- 
ing the commutation, it is reported that a 
few anonymous people told one or two Jewish 
people in Martetta they better move out 
of town by Saturday. report reached 
Solicitor General Hugh Dorsey, of Atlanta, 
who prosecuted Frank, and he promptly sent 
a Vigorous protest against any such action. 

As far as Atlanta and the rest of the state 
are concerned, tQere has not been a serious 
suggestion of anv such movement. 

It is, unfortunately, true that there are 
a number of special correspondents in Atlan- 
ta who serve northern. newspapers, and who, 
being paid on space, feel no hesitancy in ex 
uggerating every untoward incident in the 
south. If a crowd of fifty people holds a 
mass meeting to protest against anything, 
these correspondents have no pangs of con 
science at calling the crowd a 
meeting a riot. 

Similarly, if there really is 
ance, the disturbance is nearly 
nified ten-fold. 

Mr. Howell's Statement. 

Clark Howell, editor of The Constitution, 
and senior member of the national democratic 
committee, on being asked for a statement 
by the representative of The Public Ledger, 
suid: “Phe report that there is any move- 
ment to. boycott to ostracize the Jews in 
Atlanta or elsewhere in this section is pre- 
posterous, T no Buch movement nor 
has thére been any sué¢h. suggestion. The 
controversy arising out of the Frank case no 
more ilimyolves the Jewish race than would 
such a @ontroversy involve the Gentiles if 
Frank had been one. Such unfounded reports 
are not only unjust to the city and the state, 
but they are cruelly so to the Jews of our 
community forming, as they do, a highly 
esteemed element of our citizenship.” 

Following the commutation of Frank, 
there was considerable excitement in Atlanta 
The casé las been bitterly fought for two 
years. The crime was an atrocious one 
Those people who believed Frank guiltv and 
could not be made to believe otherwise, were 
resentful at Governor Slaton for granting 
commutation, after the prison board has fail- 
ef so to recommend They held a number of 
meetings Th were no fights There 
was no violence At night, a crowd, which 
the Associated Press estimated at 700, and 
which was composed largely of bovs, march- 
ed on foot to the governor's. The créwd 
carried no arma. When the militia arrived 
to disperse them, after they had jeered at 
the governor for perhaps half an hour, the 
crowd dispersed without the slightest evi- 
dence of a battle, except that one soldier 
was hit in the stomach with a brick, and 
Another in the hand with a bottle. 

And yet, Atlanta two days thereafter 
found in one of the biggest newspapers in 
New York, and one of the most conservative. 
a dispatch from this newspaper's Atlanta 
correspondent to the effect that 19,000 men 
marched on the governor's home. 

A great many of these eastern newspa 
pers, by their ordérs -on queries from this 
section, have signified that riot stories, lynch- 
ings, race prejudice stories are what they 
want, and some of the correspondents are not 
too scrupulous in furnishing them what they 
want. If the editors of newspapers who 
have thus been made the, victims of their 
corres} nts will wire to the mayor, or to 
promine citizens of Atlanta, they will find 
that thane is no foundation for the reports 
of a boycott on the Jews, and that no boyv- 
cott, has been sériously attempted or sug- 
gested.

1. The Torrens Land Law—By giving a 
«tate-wuaranteed title, the title would be un- 
doubted and acceptable anywhere. At pres- 
ent, the chief obstacle to foreign loans in 
(Georgia is the risk of getting bad titles. In- 
surance companies, savings banks, trust com- 
panies, mortgage companies and individuals, 
with state-guaranteed titles, would lend lib- 
erally On real estate In this state. Canada, 
under the Torrens system, guarantees titles 
and Canada mortgages are standard invest- 
ments. North Carolina, near us, has the 
Torrens system. A land owner pays the state 
to examine his titles (instead of a lawyer): 
if imperfect, they -are perfected, if possible, 
and entered on the land title records: aftef- 
ward a small fee gets a state certificate as 
to titles and a certificate of sound title car- 
ries the state guarantee of the title. At 
present, if a land owner in Georgia borrows 
on his land twelve times in a vear from a 
bank, individual, an attorney’s fee has 
to be paid every time of approximately 1 to 
2 per cent of amount borrowed, which may 
amount to 10 to 20 per cent per annum. 
Cheapen title examination and you facilitate 
loans and help the banks, the individual lend- 
ers and the borrowers. 

2. The states that are requiring all insur- 
ance companies to lend or invest in the state 
a reasonable percentage of the money receiv- 
ed from premiums in the state are helping 
to make money plentiful and cheap in those 
states It is reasonable that this money 
should be put out im the state where it orig- 
inates——it should not be taken out if there 
is och sec urity for it. At present insurance 
money is a great drain on Georgia. This 
law would keep a,lot of this money here. 
If it goes elsewhere it is lent at low rates: 
let it be lent here at the same low rates. 
But provide good titles—state-geuaranteed ti- 
tles under the Torrens system. The moment 
this insurance law (not necessarily ineclud- 
ing the Torrens system) has gene into ef- 
fect im some other southern states, insurance 
money has become plentiful for fatm and city 
loans and town and city improvements.
